PASSED the bill for fecuring the duties on the importa- 


ting of gobacco. Ceres -—-- 2. a ertcond. sho Sfaamegntc thsi : 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer obferved, that the great 
drought which had prevailed in all parts of the country, had 
occafioned a fcarcity of hay, and of courfe confiderably advan- 
ced the price of that commodity, It became neceffary, there- 
fore, to reftrain, for a limited time, the exportation of that ar- 
ticle, Icft the demand for it from foreign kingdoms fhould not 
Icave a fufficient ftock for bome coniumption. He fhould, 
therefore, move for leave to bring in a bill for prohibiting the 
exportation of hay for a limited time, and hoped it would pafs 
the Houfe with all — difpatch-; becanfe, if it was delay- 
ed, it would not anfwer the purpofe he had in view, which was 
to avert the danger of an article fo effential to the fabfiltence of 
cattle, from rifing to an extravagant price. The Right Hon. 
Gentleman then moved for leave to bring in the bill. 

Mr Gafcoigne, fen. expreffed his difapprobation of the pro- 
pofed bill, as injurious to the owners of hay in the inland parts 
of the country, many of whom had a large ftock on hand. 

Lord North faid, if there was a neceflity for laying an em- 
barg> apon hay, the neceffity exifted at that moment. He was 
a frieid, therefore, to the bill, and wifhed it to be paffed with 
all poflible fpeed. 

Lord Beauchamp {poke in favour of the motion, obferving, 
that though hay was a bulky article, it had been exporied to fo 
diftant a cougtry as Sweden, after dry and unfavourable feafons 
in that kingdom. ; + 2 

Mr Dempfler oppofed the motion as unneceffary. Jn all 
probabilicy the prefent fearcity, he faid, would not continue 
more than three weeks ; and in their prefent di(trefs 1t would 
be but acighbourly to afit the French, who, when they fhould 
cat their grain would have ftraw for their cattle, and then 
would not be under the neceflity of making any confiderable 
demantis from this country. : 

The bill, however, was read a firft and fecond time, and 
committed. 

In the Committee a claufe was added, fuggefted by Mr E- 
den, for excepting fuch hay from feifure as fhall be on fhip- 
board for exportation on the 23d of July. The report was 
then brought up, and the bill read a third time, paffed, and or- 
dered to be taken to the Lords. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer now moved the order of 
che day for taking into confideration the amendments made by 
che Lords to the Irith refolutions ; which being read according- 

he faid, it became the dignity-of that Houfe to be extreme- 
tenacious of their privilege of raifing fuplics. Ona former 

y it had been fuggetted, chat fome of the amendments made 
Ly the Lords could not be recognized by that Houfe, without 

furrender-in part of the :privilege juft mentioned, and efta- 
bli‘hing a precedent ‘for the Lords to~interfere in laying bur- 
thens upon the public ; and he agrecd, tliat fome of the amend- 
ments would have that effect. He should move, therefore, 
chat the confideration uf the amendments be poftponed for 
three months.

th The Chancellor of the Excheqver prefled the Houfe that 
night to adopt the refolutions which had not been amended, 
and hoped they would go into a Committee for the confidera- 
tion of the others, the amendments to which had been polt- 
poned for three months. He would now alfo, he faid, take 
the liberty of ftating to the Houfe what he conceived to be the 
next neceflary ftep, for accomplifhing this important meafure. 
This was, to njove the Honfe to agree to an addrefs to his 
Majelty on the fuibject of the regulations to be eftablithed be- 
tween, the two kifgdoms ; and it was his defign, previous to 
the recefs, to move for leave to bring in a bill naturally grow- 
ing out of the refolutions : But he meant not to prectpitate 
the bill through the Houfe; but wifhed it to be printed that 
gentlemen might avail themfelves of the leifure the recefs would 
give them to examine it. ; . 

Mr Demp/ter wifhed to be informed by the Right Hon, 
Gentleman, who was competent to debate thofe refolutions 
which had received no amendments ? 

The Speaker faid, the refolutions, to'which both Houfes had 
given their confent, could not again be difcuffed. 

Mr Eden withed to be informed to what time the recefs was 
to extend. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, he conceived it would 
be proper when the bill, of which he had given notice, fhould 
be brought in, for Parliament to adjourn till fome time in Oc- 
tober. 

Mr Fox defired to know, whether the next was to be an ad- 
journed feflions ¢ ‘becaufe, if a prorogation in the ufval form 
did not take plate, there would-be no opportunity for repealing 
next year any of the acts which had paffed in the courfe of 
this feflion, fome of which, notwithftanding all the care and 
time employed on them, were yct fo imperfect that it would be 
neceflary to repeal them. 

The Chancellor of the Exchcquer could not pretend to afcer- 
tain when the perfons who had the honour to ferve his Maje- 
fty might deem it neceflary to advife him to put a period to the 
feffion ; but he would add, that for himfelf he was nota friend 
to an immediate prorogation, confidering an adjournment as the 
more expedient meafure, that the plan for the fettlement of a 
commercial fyitem between Great Britain and Ircland might 
not be obitructed. 

Lord Beauchamp was averfe to pafling the refolution relative 
to the trade with the Eaft Indies, as being premature, and ob- 
ferved, that when’ the charter of the Eaft India Company 
fhould expire, if Government fhould not then renew it, this 
refolution. would become void. 

Mr Sheridan, Mr Dempfter, and Sir James Erfkine oppo- 
‘fed the 17th and 18th refolutions, contending that the amend- 
ments interfered with the exclufive privilege of that Houfe, the 
raifing fupplies. 

Mr Wediore Ellis thought that the refolution went only to 
fecure a monopoly for a limited time, of the emoluments ari- 
fing from new inventions. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer then moved the Honufe to 
refolve itfelf into a Committee on the refolutions, the amend- 
ments to which the Houfe had agreed to po‘tpone for three 
months,-and the Committee being accordingly formed, 
~ Mr Fox-coptended, that the brewery and many other branch- 
ae be gféatly injured, if the refolutions were pafled into 
a law. 

The Committee having made fome alterations in the amend- 
ments. made to the refolutions by the Houfe of Lords, the 
fame were agreed to; and the Hoafe being refumed, the re- 
port was brought up, read, and agreed to. 

- The Chancellor then moved that the Houfe do confer with 
the Lords, in” order to acquaint their Lordships of the altera- 
tions juft made, and to defire their concurrence. 

Mr Fox obferved, that what the Right Hon. Gentleman 
had faid, refpecting his intention of bringing in a bill founded 
on the refolutions, had been mifunderftood by many. If hein- 
tended to bring itin immediately, or after the expiration of the 
adjournment, ‘without kn wing the determination of the Trith 
Parhiament onthe refolutions, 1 would, in either cafe, be pre- 
poftcrous. ‘Should the Parliament of Ireland think proper to 
reject the propofitions én tots, or make any alterations in them, 
as it was probable they would do, they mult operate againit 
the bill in the fhape'in whiclr the Right Hon. Gentleman pur- 
pofed to bring it in. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer {aid he thought he had 
fpoke plein enough to be underftood : However he fhould now 
tell the Right Hon. Gentieman, and the Houfe, that it was 
his intentign on Monday next, after moving the addrefs, to 
move for Jeave to bring in the bill. He did not mow mean to 
debate. the merits. of it, being confident the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man (Mr Fox) would hereafter afford him frequent opportu- 
nities of difcufling ir.. The difcourfe ending here, the motion 
was now put and agreed to; after which the feveral members 
who before attended, immediately went to the Painted Cham- 
brr, where they conferred with the Lords. on the alterati- 
ons made in the.refolutions; and having. returned, the Chan- 
cellor of the’ Exchequer reported to the Houle the refult of the 
conference, after which it adjourned.

There is an animal which, in 
the unprovoked brutality that prompts it to-indifcriminate mif- 
chief, refembles much the lat of thefe creatures ; and it fhould, 
when it is difeovered, immediately meet the fame treatment, 
Unfortunately it is fometimes long concealed. It gains aceefs 
ro us unfufpected, and marks, in the day, thofe objects it af- 
rerwards attacks in the dark. From our fecurity, this creature 
would be dreadful, if that Providence which protects us from 
Jefs dangers, had not been particularly careful to fix in its con- 
ftitution a certain check to its excefles; a check which grows 
with its ftrength, and increafes with its vicioufaefs. 

The animal I have in view, is the man who has attained fo 
great a degree of depravity, that he is capable of feeling a dia- 
bolical fatisfaéiion in fowing the feeds of ‘diftrult and enmity. 
among his fellow-citizens. ‘Lo gratify this malevolent difpofi- 
tion, his firft care is to keep himfelf unknown ;. his next, to 
chufe fuch men as, from their offices or firuation, are molt ob- 
vious to public notice ; his Jaft, to blacken their characters by 
infinuations as mean.as they are falfe. 

fiere, fortunately, the check operates } and when his male- 
valence is at its greateft height, his folly overtops it, and the 
weaknefs of his head defeats the wickednefs of his heart. I 
was led into thefe reflections by a letter figned Civis, which 
appeared in your lait Saturday’s paper. ‘Uhe intention of the 
writer is evideatly to prejudice the inhabitants of L:dinburgh 
azainft the officers of the corps which lately marched tato the 
Cattle.
